Chick  production 

Production  of  chicks  by  commercial  hatcheries  during  December   1959  was 
down  8  percent  from  December   1958,    but  was  up  31  percent  from  the   1953-57 
average.     The  number  of  broiler  chicks  hatched  was  down  5  percent  from 
December  1958.     The  number  of  egg-type  chicks  was  down  30  percent. 

Production  of  broiler-type  chicks  during  December   1959  totaled  140,  784,  000, 
compared  with  148,  00Z,  000  in  December   1958.     The  preliminary  estimate  of  the 
number  produced  during  1959  totaled  1,  817,  337,  000--about  the  same  number  as 
produced  in  1958.     Egg-type  chicks  produced  during  December   1959  totaled 
13,  656,  000,    compared  with  19,  564,  000  in  December   1958.     The  preliminary 
estimate  of  the  number  produced  during   1959  totaled  545,  657,  000--8  percent  less 
than  the  number  produced  during   1958. 

The  number  of  eggs  in  incubators  on  January  1,    i960,    indicates  that  the 
number  of  egg-type  chicks  hatched  in  January  will  be  considerably  smaller  than 
in  January  1959.     The  hatch  of  broiler  chicks  may  be  only  slightly  less  than  in 
January  1959. 

Poult  Production 

Heavy  breed  poult  production  during  December   1959  was  up  22  percent  from 
December   1958.     Heavy  white  breed  poult  production  of  1,  209,  000  was   10  percent 
larger  than  in  December   1958.     The  hatch  of  other  heavy  breeds  (mostly  bronze) 
of  893,  000  was  up  42  percent  from  December   1958.     For  the  year  1959,    the  hatch 
of  all  heavy  breed  poults  totaled  73,  783,  000--2  percent  more  than  in  1958.     Heavy 
white  breed  production  for  1959  was  up  30  percent,    but  other  heavy  breeds  were 
down  6  percent  from  1958. 

The  number  of  light  breed  poults  in  December   1959  totaled  531,  000--down  51 
percent  from  December   1958.     The  hatch  for  the  year  totaled  15,  888,  000,    com- 
pared with  14,  658,  000  in  1958,    up  8  percent. 

Turkey  eggs  in  incubators  on  January  1,    1  960,  indicate  that  the  number  of 
heavy  breed  poults  hatched  in  January  will  be  larger  than  in  January  1959.     The 
hatch  of  light  breed  poults  will  be  smaller.
